Growing Cost Of 
Water Production 
Is Cause Of Alarm 

Cause for ala-m over the water 
situation in son e sections of the 
San Gabriel Valey is seen by 
many in the annual reports of 
private and municipally owned 
water companies now being filed 
with the State Railroad Commis- 
son. Without exception they show 
greatly increased operationg ex¬ 
penses as the water level in the 
underground basins continues to 
fall because of the sub-normal 
rainfall. 

Two recent news dispatches 
from Sacramento bearing on the 
.situation follow: 

Net earning of San Gabriel Val- 
| ley Water Company, as reported 
i to the Railroad Commission, were 
$44,694 last year agaihst $51,- 
724 the year before. Operating 
revenues increased approximately 
$7000 but expenses increased a 
similar amount. 

Whittier Water Company re¬ 
ports to the Railroad Commission 
1930 net earnings of $8123 against 
$12,339 the year before or at the 
rate of $2.03 per share on 4000 
shares of $50 par common oul- 
i standing for 1930 $3.08 in 1929. 
Operating revenues fell off during 
the year from $59,750 to $52,434 
] against a decrease in operating 
expense of only one-seventh that 
amount.

Q UESTIONS that have con¬ 
fronted many Sierra Madre 
home gardeners have accumulated 
and our column this week will be 
given over to the answers of 
those we have at hand, beginning 
with two from persons interested 
in roses. 

Question'. I want to pUtnt one 
good rose of each color, what 
would you advise f 

Answer: Everyone has their 
own opinion about this but as you 
have asked mine I will say that i 
would plant for yellow, the Gold¬ 
en Emblem; for dark red, Hadley; 
for light red, Red Radiance; for 
pink, Rose Marie; for orange. 
Angele Pemet; for salmon pink, 
Los Angeles. 

Question: The Belle of Portu¬ 
gal rose that I planted last year 
did not bloom this year, why is 
thisf 

Answer: Generally this rose 

will go all into growth the first 
year but will bloom the next 
year and always after that. 

Question: I have an Acacia 

Baileyana Tree growing in my 
laivn that is doing poorly. The 
foliage has turned yellow and the 
tips are dying back. 'What is the 
cause of this and what can 1 do 
for iff 

Answer: This is caused by 

too much water and poor drain¬ 
age. Several of the Acacia trees, 
including the Baileyana variety, 
should not be planted in lawms 
because of the constant watering 
they will receive when the lawn is 


being watered. You might itry 
banking up soil irouna the base 
of the tree so that the water 
will not settle a) out it but if the 
tips are already ’lying back it is 
probably too lat-s to save the 
tree. 

Question: What is the best 

hedge for a windbreak and 
screent 

Answer—Monterey Cypress. 

Question: Whit should toe do 

to get rid of the Jittle black bugs 
on our Spanish Broom plants f 

Answer: These bugs are aphis 
and the best remedy is “Black 
Leaf 40” sprayed all over the 
plant. First give the plant a good 
washing with water from the hose 
which will knock off most of the 
aphis and let the plant dry before 
spraying with the solution. Re¬ 
peat the spray in a few days to 
get those that escaped the first 
time. 

Question : What is the “Night 
Blooming Jasaminef” 

Answer; A tall growing shrub 
with light green medium-large 
foliage and greenish-white flowers 
that open only at night, when 
they give out the most delightful 
fragrance. 

Question: What shrub is it 
that has large bunches of orange 
berries in the late summer and 
fall f 

Answer: Pyracantha Lalandi. 

Question: What ornamental 

berry shrub is the one that is 
used so much to cover banksf 

Answer: Pyracantha Yunanen- 
sis. It has splendid dark green 
foliage and red or orange-red ber¬ 
ries in great abundance during 
the winter months. The flowers 
in the Spring are white. It is also 
used for hedges. 

Question: Please suggest some 
shrubs that have fragrant foliage. 

Answer: Diosma, (breath of 
heaven), Lemon Verbena and 
Rosemary. 

Question: Can the Native 

Christmas Berry be grown suc¬ 
cessfully under cultivation f 

Answer: Yes, and the berries 
will be much larger and finer if 
the plant receives good care. 

Question: What ivould you ad¬ 
vise to plant for a green heage of 
medium heightT l do not wish to 
plant privet. 

Answer: Myrtus. It does not 
grow as fast as the privet but 
has a greener, glossier leaf, wril) 
trim beautifully and is quite 
draught resistant. 

Question: I have a Variegeted 
p.ach tree that had one limb that 
bloomed all red while the rest of 
the tree bloomed variegated as it 
should be. Why is this, is the 
limb with the red flowers grafted 
on that wayt 

Answer: No the variegated 

flowering peach tree blooms this 
way naturally. Sometimes they 
will have a limb that will be all 
white, too. 

Question: What is the name of 
our native wild lilac and trill it 
do well tinder cultivation f I. 

Answer: It is called Ceanothus 
and will do well in the garden.
